He studied choreography in 
Leningrad. Ills address he wrote down as that of the Ballet in Kiev. 

2. Source met him in Paris almost every day. Subject was very much 
interested in Ukrainian life abroad, particularly in France, Germany and 
other European countries. He asked to give him 2 examplares of Suchasnist t/ 
and did not minfl when Source left at his hotel room some other books 
published abroad in Ukrainian. 

3. Subject asked whether Source knew BILODID Ivan of Kiev and 
implied that they were either very good friends or even relatives.

A. Subject was in recent years in Canada and met there Ukrainian 
"progressives". He neither praised them nor criticized. H e mentioned a jo tr~ 
nalist whose last hame began with "K" but could not remember his full name 
( N.B. this was probably KRAVCHUK, Petro) . 

5. At the dinner party at Dr J. Musianowycz* house on 8 Jan 1965 
Subject "admitted" to Zhukovski that the Ukraine was under a strong 
Russification - drive, all official business was conducted in Russian, aso.
